EVIDENCE NOT COMPLETED. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 16— (Special.)— 
The prosecution clooed Us testimony in 
the trial of James Hargis for the mur¬ 
der of James Cockrill about noon to¬ 
day and the defense began their evi¬ 
dence by placing the defendant him¬ 
self on the stand as their first witness 
O. H Pollard, of counsel for the de¬ 
fense. stated to-night that they ex¬ 
pected to get through with the evi¬ 
dence for the defense Saturday even¬ 
ing. and as any surrebuttol testimony 
and the speeches in the cases will 
probably not occupy more than two 
days the case will probably go to the 
Jury next Tuesday. 

Boh Dee<ton and Henry Strong, the 
two witnesses with which the prose¬ 
cution expected to close their testimony 
to-day. did not appear, and in their 
stead Tom Cockrill. brother of the mur¬ 
dered man, and C! B. Strother, book¬ 
keeper for the Winchester Bank, testi¬ 
fied for the prosecution. Mr. Strother 
showed from the bank books that $1.5C0 
had been paid September 6, 1904. by 
order of Jomes Hargts. to Felix Felt- 
ner, which corroborates Mose Feltner’s 
Atory that Hargis had paid him. 
through Felix, to leave the country 
and not testify against him. The bank 
books also showed that on the same 
date, in order to provide the funds pa'd 
to Feltner, Hargis had sent the bank 
a note for $1,500. signed by James and 
Alex. Hargis, Ed Callahan and B. F. 
French. which note has not yet be ft n 
paid. 


to offset the amount Charged to the 
account of James Hargis. The witness 
also Introduced a letter written by 
Judge James Hargis, of Jackson, to N. 
H. Witherspoon, president of the Win¬ 
chester bank, stating that he woukl find 
lr:doeed the note for $1,500 referred to 
which should be put to James Hargis’ 
credit. 

At this point the attorneys for the 
defense asked permission to introduce 
other letters written by Judge Hargis, 
the object of which was to show that 
the bank had charged 6 per cent, inter¬ 
est on this. note whereas they had 
agreed with Judge Hargis only to 
charge 4 per cent. The court ruled out 
these letters as not relevant to the case. 
The witness then resumed his testimony 
and stated that this note had never 
been paid: that the bank looked to 
Judge Hargis for Its payment and that 
he would be allowed to settle It at the 
rate of 4 per cent. The testimony of 
Mr. Strother corroborated the story of 
Mose Feltner that be had been paid by 
Judge Hargis through his cousin Felix 
Feltner not to testify against Hargis.

CockrilPs Thrilling Story. 


Tom Cockrill told a thrilling story 
of the attempt of his brother. James, 
who was town marshal of Jackson, 
and himself, to arrest Hargis, which 
Incident is supposed to have earned 
the deadly hatred of Hargis, which 
resulted In James CoekriU’s death. Tom 
Cockrill testified that his brother 
James placed his hand on Hargis* 
shoulder and said: “Judge, I have a 
warrant against you.” As soon as 
these words were uttered the hands of 
Hargis and Ed Callahan flew to their 
hip pockets, and Hargis angrily ex¬ 
claimed: “I don’t allow any d- 

man to put his hands on me. and I 

won’t be arrested by any little - 

like you.” 


Hargis as he said this half pulled 
the pistol from his pocket. At this 
Juncture, Tom Cockrill stated. Rev. 
Mr. Hines, who has figured frequency 
in these cases as an intimate of Judge 
Hargis, came up and, cursing the Cock- 
rills, ordered them to let Hargis alone. 
Hargis attempted to draw a pistol, 
when Tom Cockrill poked his weapon 
In Hargis’ face and said: “Don't shoot 
my brother." Hargis and Callahan 
then went into the Hargis store, and 
after going upstairs started to return 
with a gun in his hand, saying so 
Cockrill understood him: “I am going 
to kill the -.“ The gun, however,

sult of a premature explosion this aft¬ 
ernoon of a blast at the foot off Look¬ 
out Mountain on the Stevenson exten¬ 
sion, which is being constructed by W. 
J. Oliver & Co. 

The bridge was crushed in by several 
tons of rock hurled by a blast Just as 
a Southern railway freight train was 
going on the structure. Other pieces of 
rock, hurled for over 400 yards, crashed 
through a pile driver of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
which was at work driving piles in 
Chattanooga creek, killing Engineer 
Shafer and Fireman Hyder instantly. 

Other pieces of rock hurled five and 
six hundred yards struck residences on 
the side of Lookout Mountain, crashing 
through the roof and the floors of the 
buildings. 

The blast was set off by J. Ford, 
powder man for Yam el Bros., contract¬ 
ors for Oliver, It Is said, against the In¬ 
structions of the contractors. He had 
only been emoployed for a short time 
and at a late hour to-night could not 
be located. The blast was one of the 
heaviest ever used on work in this sec¬ 
tion of the country. No warning was 
given to the residents In the vicinity.

Lengthy Denial By Hargis. 


When placed on the stand In his own 
defense James Hargis, the defendant, 
who is on trial for his life, seemed 
cool and confident. Fed by judicious 
questions from his counsel, he told 
freely the story of his life which he 
has given several times before In the 
trials of the case against him and 
repeated with little variation from the 
statements which he had made in his 
first trial for killing Cockrill and in 
the trial of Britton a few wrecks ago. 
This statement consisted almost whol¬ 
ly of lengthy denials of practically all 
the evidence given by the prosecution 
against him. He was particularly em¬ 
phatic In denying all of the interviews 
which John Smith had testified to hav¬ 
ing with him. 


Hargis Borrowed $1,500. 


When court convened thiH morning 
neither of the two witnesses. Bob Dea¬ 
ton and Henry Strong, with whom the 
prosecution expected to close its testi¬ 
mony, was present, and information 
was sent from Jackson that Strong was 
111 and that Deaton could not be found. 
The Commonwealth then placed C. B. 
Strother, of Winchester, on the stand. 
Mr. Strother testified that he had been 
for seven years general bookkeeper of 
the Winchester bank. He showed by 
the individual bank register that on 
September 6. 1904, $1,500 had been

NO PROMISES 
OF IMMUNITY 


Orchard Says He Talked of 
His Own Free Will. 


He Was Never Subjected To 
Force Or Duress. 


Will Not Admit That He 
Made a Confession. 


SOUND IN MIND AND BODY. 


Boise, Idaho, May 16.—Harry Or¬ 
chard, the prisoner-witness, upon 
whom the State of Idaho chiefly relies 
to prove its charge that tho inner cir- 
clo of the Western Federation of Min¬ 
ers planned the murder of Gov. Steu- 
nenberg, broke his long silence to-day 
and for more than half an hour dis¬ 
cussed himself and his imprisonment 
with representatives of the Associated 
Press, with whom he had expressed a 
desire to confer. 

Orchard denied that he had been 
submitted to any mistreatment during 
his long confinement; denied that 
duress or force had been used upon 
him to secure the statements he had 
made, and denied that Detective Mc- 
Partland and the officers of the State 
had promised him immunity for his 
confessed crime or reward for the value 
of his alleged confession In the hands 
of the State. Orchard’s manner and 
conversation during the Interview 
tended to strongly confirm the asser¬ 
tion that he has teen reconverted to 
and is deep in the zeal of the Chris¬ 
tian religion. 

Two illustrations used by him to ex¬ 
plain a change in the kind of bfK>ks 
he reads were Christian-like in char¬ 
acter and religious tone. 


Orchard’s Health Good. 


Orchard is perfectly sound In body, 
clear and quick of brain. If ever there 
was anything in the reports that ho 
was breaking in health and mind there 
Is nothing now in hls appearance or 
manner to give them a shadow" of sug¬ 
gestion. 

The one condition imposed upon to¬ 
day's Interview by Warden Whitney, 
of the Idaho penitentiary, was that 
there must be no discussion of the 
case, and the prisoner himself, when 
he appeared for the meeting, asked 
that the same condition be observed. 

Orchard's greeting was self-possessed 
and his manner courteous. He Is about 
five feed In height and will weigh be¬ 
tween 170 and 180 pounds. His hair 
is dark brmvn. brushed down to a 
polish, his mustache is light colored 
and tailed to conceal hls teeth and a 
good-sized mouth. His head is a IVirtJe 
roundish, but quite well-formed, and 
'there are crows* feet art hfis eye sides 
•to tell of his years and life. Tho man’s 
complexion is clear and hls face bronz¬ 
ed. He is quick and certain in move¬ 
ment, of easy manner, a man toaevl 
down, and smiles a little nearly ail the 
time he Is talking. He wore a new 
fitting, well made suit of gray, a pair 
of highly polished shoes, end hls gen¬ 
eral appearance and figure were good. 

‘1 do not care to talk about the case 
as it stands at this time," he said, 
after the introductions and the com- 
momplaces had been exchanged. 

“I am a IWtle leary about tiaflking to 
newspaper men. so if you ask me any¬ 
thing that I thfnk I should not talk 
about I'll 'tell you. I know’ you will un¬ 
derstand."

TWENTY-FOUR HOURS 
UNDER THE SEA 


SUBMARINES EMERGE AITFR 
RECORD TRIAL. 


CREWS PLAYED GAMES AND EN¬ 
JOYED THEMSELVES. 


COMMUNICATE WITH SURFACE. 


Newport. R. I., May 16.—With all 
'hands well and contented, with a beau¬ 
tiful supply of fresh air and with rec¬ 
ords of submergence broken, the sub¬ 
marine boats Octopus and Lake 
emerged from Narraganeett Buy at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, thus ending the 
long stay of twenty-four hours under 
water. 

The Octopus ruse first, and the mem¬ 
bers of the Naval Trial Board crowded 
about her as the conning tower hatch 
flew open. Samples of air were bottled 
every two hours throughout the test 
fur analysis by the board. 

The Octopus blew out foul air only 
twice during the twenty-four hours she 
was at the bottom of the bay. It was 
computed that only one forty-fifth of 
her air supply was exhausted, and if 
these figures are correct, they tend to 
show that the boat could remain sub¬ 
merged forty-five days, provided the 
food and fuel supply was sufficient. 

The Lake also stood the teat well, 
although a leak was sprung in the 
superstructure. The TrlaJ Board made 
a thorough examination of the Lake 
after they had finished with the Octo¬ 
pus. 

Both crews passed the time com¬ 
fortably while nt the bottom of the 
bay. They slept well during part of 
the time, and games. bookA and other 
diversions helped to pass the twenty- 
four hours below the surface, 

During their period of submergence 
both boats communicated with the 
members of the Trial Buard by means 
of submarine signals. 


Washington. May 16.—[Special.]—

Senators, Representatives and “ref¬ 
erees" were In a chronic state of kick¬ 
ing over the futility of making reoom- 
mendatiofis. Some of the “Referees" 
openly threatened resignation. 


They Got Uneasy. 


About the time Mr. Cortelyou left the 
post-office to take charge of the Treas¬ 
ury, postmasters throughout the coun¬ 
try, especially in the South, where pa¬ 
tronage controls the organization, be¬ 
gan to get uneasy. The postmasters 
are dropping into town a dozen or so 
a day trying to find out the lay of the 
land 

Most of them confess they are puz¬ 
zled over the situation, but all of them 
realise that something is going on. One 
of them, from a presidential office In 
the South, w r as here to-day. He has 
been talking Taft, but having learned 
of the fate of Col. Hughes, of Colum¬ 
bia this postmaster now’ speaks of the 
overwhelming demand for the Presi¬ 
dent for a second elective term. 

At all events the appointing powers 
are getting busy and those who have a 
secure hold on the organization and 
can show where they control the next 
delegation from their State to the na¬ 
tional convention are in a fair way to 
get about anything they want.

Hudson Cecil, of Richmond, Va.. were 
also nominated. Nominations were then 
closed. The roll was then called and 
the result was as follows: 

Dr. Howerton. $4; Dr. Alexander, 20; 
Dr. Cecil, 67. As it required eighty- 
piX votes to edeot another ballot was 
necessary. The second ballot resulted; 
Pr. Howerton, 88; Dr. Alexander, 8; 
Dr. Cecil, 76. Dr. Howerton was de¬ 
clared elected and was escorted to the 
rostrum. The election was regarded as 
the first real test of strength of the 
opposing factions In the matter of 
closer relations with other branches of 
the Presbyterian Church.

CONGO MATTER. 


Baptists Want To Know Why It Has 
Not Been Settled. 

Washington, May 16.—The adoption 
of resolutions in favor of the move* 
rnent to ask the Baptists of the coun¬ 
try to give one-tenth toward the ad¬ 
vancement of the work of Christ and 
Urging the President to Inquire Into the 
reasons why the Congo question has 
not been settled were the features to¬ 
day of the fourth session of the Amer¬ 
ican Baptist Missionary Union. More 
than 2,000 delegates are in attend¬ 
ance. 

The action regarding the giving of 
one-tenth of Incomes followed a num¬ 
ber of spirited addresses in advocacy 
of a decided increase In the Income 
of the missionary union. The resolu¬ 
tion instructs the executive board to 
prepare as soon as possible a budget 
of the present needs, including the 
debt, and that an estimate be made 
of the amount of this budget the 
churches, apart from personal gifts and 
legacies, should contribute. The bud- 
w-t is to be apportioned among the 
States making up the Baptist constit¬ 
uency on the basis of the offerings re¬ 
ceived from (he churches In the States 
during the past three years. 

The Congo resolution was introduced 
by Rev. Dr. Thomas S. Barker, cor¬ 
responding secretary. He declared that 
the Christ la ft people of this country 
arc awaiting the news that the con¬ 
ditions In the Congo country have be«n 
Improved. In his opinion, the Presi¬ 
dent should coll upon the world Pow- 
rrs to make a concerted move toward 
relieving the conditions In the Congo 
Ptate If Belgium does not speedily heed 
|ho calls from all parts of the civilized 
World. 

Pros’lctart' Roosevelt received the del¬ 
egates and tholr friends at the White 
House to-dquy. There were about 2,000 
persons present.

MACHINISTS OF L. AND N. WANT 
THEIR JOBS BACK. 


BOTH SIDES CLOSE-MOUTHED. 


Birmingham, Ala, May 16.—(Special.) 
—The reinstatement of the union ma¬ 
chinists who were discharged last week 
at the Decatur shops of the L. and N. 
railroad will be demanded In a con¬ 
ference to be held with General Man¬ 
ager B. M. Stark In Louisville the lat¬ 
ter part of next week. 

Representative^ from the shops of 
the Louisville and Nashville system 
will gather In Birmingham next Mon¬ 
day and discuss the situation and a 
committee appointed to go to Louis¬ 
ville to confer with Mr. Stark.

The latter has 
Just returned from Decatur, where he 
succeeded in organizing 190 machinists, 
and has been gathering Information 
concerning the discharge of ths thirty- 
five union machinists. When asked as 
to what was likely to happen If tho 
company refused to reinstate the union 
men Mr. Drake shrugged his shoul¬ 
ders and said: “I can’t say." 


PEACEMAKER SHOT. 


WOMAN ATTEMPTS TO STOP 
PISTOL BATTLE. 


Receives Bullet In Leg While Con¬ 
testants Escape Unharmed. 


Owensboro, Ky., May 16.—(Special. 1 
—Tlie Webber-Dowdell feud broke loose 
again to-day between John and Bob 
Webber on one side and W. H. L. Dow»- 
dell and George Stephen on the other. 
A number of shots were fired, but none 
of tho combatants was Injured, the only 
bullet that took effect striking Mrs. 
George Stephens, who w'as coming to 
the scene of battle as a peacemaker. 
She w'as shot in the calf of the tag and 
wound Is not serious. Dowdell and 
Bob Webber claim to have been struck 
by bullets, but exhibit no wounds In 
substantiation.

LITTLE DISORDER, BUT OPERA¬ 
TIONS END WITH NIGHT. 


LABOR U.\IONS PARADE WITH 
SYMPATHY BANNERS. 


MOTORMAN’S NARROW ESCAPE 


Evansville, Ind., May 16 .—(Special] 
—As forecasted In dispatches last night 
the street car conductors and motor- 
men of this city went out on a strike 
this morning after their demands for an 
Increase In wages had been denied. 
Professional strike-breakers were put 
on the cars early' this morning and for 
several hours the cars ran with some 
regularity, but later In the day cars be¬ 
came fewer and after 6 o'clock to-night 
not a car was run, as the management 
of the company feared violence. 

General Superintendent R. R. Smith, 
of the street car company, Issued a 
statement to-night saying that in his 
opinion there Is no strike and that the 
cars will be run on Schedule tim* In 
the morning. 

There was a big parade of the labor 
ulnons this afternoon which marched 
through the principal streets of the city 
carrying banners that were Inscribed: 
"We will walk during tho strike. Will 
you?" The street car men's union now 
numbers nearly one hundred members, 
and It Is claimed to-night that all but 
three of the old men have Joined the 
union. Tho remainder of the men who 
operated the cars # to-day are profes¬ 
sional strike-breakers. There are about 
twenty-five of these In the city and 
most of them came from Nashville. 
They are in charge of Walter Koch, who 
clAlms he has broken up several street 
car strikes In all parts of the country. 

There was little violence reported to¬ 
day ami the police were out In full 
force and were stationed ulong the 
main corners on Main street. At Sec¬ 
ond and I>1 vision streets late this after, 
noon a horseshoe was thrown through 
the window of a street-car and It bare, 
ly* misfed the head of the motorman. 
A conductor was taken off of a Main- 
street cor and roughly handled. 

The union men Issued a statement to¬ 
night, saying that they would resort 
to no violence and asked all union men 
for assistance. There was a maw- 
meeting of the union* of the city to¬ 
night at which the strike was dis¬ 
cussed. Mayor Boehne this afternoon 
issued a statement both to the man¬ 
agement of the street car company and 
the strikers, asking that their differ¬ 
ences be submitted to arbitration. At 
this time arbitration seems out of the 
question, as both .«4des are determined 
and say they will not give In. 

Baruum & Bailey's circus will ex¬ 
hibit here Friday and the management 
of the street car company say they 
will be able to handle the crowds. 

More strike-breakers are expected In 
from •Nashville during the night. There 
will be another labor demonstration In 
the morning. Chief of Pidlce Fred 
Brenn issued an orde? to his men to¬ 
night to arrest every man who Is 
caught carrying cuncealed weapons. 

No Settlement in Sight. 

New York. May 16.—J. Bruce Isinay, 
president of the International Mercan. 
tile Marine Company, will not make 
any move In the direction of brings 
lug to an end th * strike of longshore¬ 
men In this city. Secretary Connors, of 
the Longshoremens’ Union, when he 
learned of Mr. Ismay^’s decision, snld: 
"All right. It goes on os usual. There 
will be no advances ma^e by us.'*

Lyon County Grand Jury Says He 
Was Officious. 

Eddyvllle, Ky.. May 16—[Special.]— 
The May term of the Lyon Circuit 
Court adjourned to-day. This has been 
the busiest, and In many respects the 
most important, term held within a 
decade. Besides the usual volume of 
business there were docketed for this 
term about seventy-five penal actions 
by the Commonwealth against sundry 
corporation® for failure to have the 
word "Incorporated" u|>on th«*lr sign* 
or upon their advertising matter. The 
maximum fines would have aggregated 
about $30,000. They were all disposed of 
but one or two, with the result that 
four fines were recovered for $100 each, 
from one of which an appeal will be 
taken. The corporations were generally 
represented by Newton \V. Utley and 
F. J. Watkins. 

The grand Jury returned to the court 
a report which mildly censured the 
County Attorney. The report among 
other things says: 

“The County Attorney has been a 
little premature In attempting to draw 
indictments before we had passed upon 
certain cases, and otherwise In pre¬ 
suming to forestall Investigation of cer¬ 
tain matters against our Judgment 
and plain duty." It further declared 
Lyon county to be free from the law¬ 
less element known as "night riders." 

WANT SEPARATE ELECTION. 

Lawrenceburg To Vote On Same Day 
As Whole County, 

Lawrenceburg. Ky.. March 16.—(Spe¬

BANKRUPTCY LAW DEFINED. 


Frankfort. Ky., May 16.—[Special.]— 
The Appellate Court to-day, In revers¬ 
ing Judgment of th© Mason Circuit 
Court In a case of th© Tiger Shoe 
Manufacturing Company’s trustee In 
bankruptcy against S. A. Shanklin 
holds that a trustee In bankruptcy 
may, without any order or direction 
of tho court, proceed to enforce the 
collection of debts clue the bankrupt 
and th© unpaid subscriptions of the 
stockholders In a bankrupt corpora¬ 
tion; but that h© cannot maintain an 
action to recover from a stockholder 
the Individual liability imposed by the 
statute. The opinion or the court was 
announced by Commissioner Carroll. 

Th© appellee corporation, on petition 
of Its creditors, was adjudged a bank 
rupt. Afterward the trustee In bank 
ruptcy, without any order of the 
United States District Court. In which 
the adjudication In bankruptcy was 
had, authorxing or directing him to do 
so, and without any order of court 
directing the stockholders of the bank¬ 
rupt corporation to pay to the trustee 
or into court any balance remaining 
unpaid on their stock subscriptions, 
Instituted an action at law In the Ma¬ 
son Circuit Court to recover from the 
appellee an alleged balance on shares 
of stock purchased by him; and also 
a sum equal to the amount of stock 
subscribed under the double liability 
statute or the State. To the petition 
the court below sustained a general 
demurrer.

STOP WORK IN TIMBER. 


The court here, in reversing, holds as 
above, and directs a judgment to be 
entered In conformity to Its opinion. 
In reversing the judgment entered be¬ 
low the court here says: 

The provision* of th«* bankruptcy act 
fully sustain the authorities In declaring 
that the trustee may without an order 
of court or other direction Institute suits 
for the purpose of collecting and reducing 
to money the property of the estate for 
which he Is trustee. The corporation aft¬ 
er Its adjudication In bankruptcy had no 
right or authority to collect debts, bring 
suits, or do any other acts that It might 
have performed as a going corporation. 
The right to collect debts due It passed 
to the trustee, and he became invested 
with all the powers necessary to take Its 
place In securing and collecting assets 
that It might have enforced the collec¬ 
tion of before It became a bankrupt. 

Where the assets of an Insolvent cor¬ 
poration are not sufficient to satisfy the 
the liabilities, and It Is necessary to pro¬ 
ceed against the shareholders, the court 
must fix the amount due by eachr share¬ 
holder before suit can be Instituted by the 
receiver or trustee, when It Is not neces¬ 
sary to collect the whole amount that 
each shareholder might be required to 
pay. and a partial assessment will satisfy 
the debts. But. where the total amount 
which Is due and jmynble from all the 
s ha rehold era Is not more than sufficient 
to pay the debts of the corporation, no 
previous assessment either by Ihe di¬ 
rectors or by a court of equity Is neces¬ 
sary as a prerequisite to the bringing of 
nn action at law by the assignee of the 
corporation against the shareholder for 
his unpaid balance. 

It will be seen that the fact that the 
corporation Is adjudged a bankrupt does 
not relieve th»* Htockholdera from the in¬ 
dividual or double liability imposed by the 
statute. ThlH liability cannot be enforced 
bv the corporation. It l» not a corpora¬ 
tion asset, nor a part of the estate of 
the corporation, anu hence does not pass 
to the trustee, but remains subject to the 
demands of th© creditor If the assets of 
the corporation are Insufficient to dls- 
rhnrge the debts. And this Individual 
liability the creditor may proceed to en¬ 
force without Joining the trustee and 
without regarding the act of bank 
ruptcy.

City Could Not Sue. 

Judgment of the Boyd Circuit Court 
In a case of James Harper and others 
against the city of Catlettsburg was re¬ 
versed by the court, Judge O’Rear 
writing, and the cause remanded with 
directions to enter Judgment for the 
appellants. Th© appellants were sure¬ 
ties on the bond of Alex Yost. Chief of 
Police of Catlettsburg, as collector of 
taxes for the year 1900. He died with¬ 
out accounting for $208 of th© taxes. 
The court her© says It was not shown 
that he collected the money from the 
taxpayers and that a part of the taxes 
placed In his hands to collect were 
levied w ithout authority of law. and the 
city having no right of action against 
him, had none against his sureties.

Congress passed an act authorizing 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory to hold 
t comnemrtlon and frame a ConaUtutiian. 
tor the State of Oklahoma, to be com- 
posed of the two Territories. The con¬ 
vention was duly hekl, the draft of a 
C3oinstitution was agreed on, and it was 
iluly submitted to a vote of the people 
k> be taken August 6, 1907. 

Thu Governor and State officers of 
ho Territory of Oklahoma are ail Re¬ 
publicans. The Governor has been quot- 
id as stucjflg that he would proclaim no 
fiecOon, and that none could be law¬ 
fully belii without his order. He re- 
Bervtly posted off to Washington City 
to consult with the Republican Con¬ 
gressional Campaign Committee with 
regard to affairs at home, and while 
he was there an Oklahoma Judge 
granted an Injunction forbidding the 
holding of any election until New ember, 
1908. 

There is no sorre-t about the meaning 
It this. The chances are that If Okla¬ 
homa appoints presidential electors In 
(908, they will be Democrats. It might 
happen that these electors would hold 
the balance of power, and their votes 
might choose a Democratic President, 
(k Is thought, therefore, that it is best 
U> take no chances, so there is a con¬ 
spiracy to keep Oklahoma out until 
ifter the next presidenrtlal eleetton. 

Many objections are made to the 
Constitution framed by the convention. 
It Is a pretty long document, filling 
Oixty-four double-column pamphlet 
pages. Lt goes a good dml into detail, 
and embraces provisions that might 
have been left to the Legislature, but 
It does not differ In this respect from 
the Constitutions of several other 
States. 

It embraces the Initiative and refer¬ 
endum, and some other peculiar feat¬ 
ures. But the Constitution of a State 
Is a matter far its peoplu, subject, of 
aourse. to the Constitution of the Unit¬ 
ed States and Che enabling act. Inso¬ 
far as it violates the Federal Consti¬ 
tution, It ha® no legal force. Those 
cvho do not like the Constitution adopt¬ 
ed by the convention have a right to 
go before the people and oppose Its 
ratification. Thu Federal authorities 
havo nothing to do with the V matter 
except |o see that a government re¬ 
publican* in form is established, and 
there seems to be no question about 
that. Tho wisdom of the various pro¬ 
visions of the Const iitut Ion is a quest Ion 
for the people that have to live under 
IL If .they do next like It, they may re¬ 
ject ft, and another con/vontton may 
be held to try again. How the State 
will vote in the next presidential el**> 
tlon is not a question for the Federal 
Government to decide at all. Presum¬ 
ably, tho injunction will have to be 
obeyed until dissolved, but’ the action 
of one Judge la not conclusive, and tho 
granting of it look® like tfli© prostitu¬ 
tion. of tho court to political purposes.

You know* the black thought, gentle¬ 
men; ft possesses some men In the dead 
of n+ght, gome in the sunshine, some 
when they are setting their palettes, 
some when they are stropping their 
razors, but very few' of us are exempt.” 
Which moves the New York World to 
comment: 

“A black thought, surely; sometimes but 
not always It® fruit® also are black. There 
are men whom k drives to madnoas ur 
suicide, but the grmt majority are im¬ 
pelled by it to irrako the host use of thtsr 
uncertain span of life to finish their work 
and to provkle for their families. It Is 
the thought that spurs progress. If all 
men were certain of Iking to Methuse¬ 
lah’s years and equally certain that their 
families could not suffer, social progress 
would be pretty slow. 

“The Block Thought—Mr. Kipling would 
of course use capital letters—Is at the hot 
tom of much national as well as person¬ 
al progress. It Inspires democracy. It 
causes tho green waves of radicalism in 
Dunrpe.

“DINKEY” SERVICE PUZZLING. 


Previous to the adjournment of tho 
Seymour District Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, which was 
hold at Sellorsburg. eight miles north 
of Jeffersonville, it was announced 
that at the next annual session, fvhlch 
will b© hold o»t Crothersvllle, a motion 
would be mad© to drop the present 
name for the assemblage* and substi¬ 
tute Ministerial Institute. The body, 
under the rules of the church, has tho 
power to make the change, but a notice 
of one year must bo givem 

The notice was given by the Rev. J. 
Ed Murr, of Charl«town, and the Rev. 
J. 8. Ward, of Jeffersonville, both of 
whom were members of a committee 
that arranged for the conference Just 
dosed. The notification was suggested 
for the reason that radical changes 
have taken place In tho gatherings dur- 
fng the last few years, and the old- 
time local preacher, who was formerly 
a great factor at the conferences, has 
almost entirely disappeared and the at¬ 
tendance is confined almost entirely to 
younger ministers who have different 
methods In their work of saving souls. 

The following committee was ap¬ 
pointed to arrange for the next meet¬ 
ing. which will be on May 18. 1008, at 
Orotherwville: Dr. M. B. Hyde, of Co¬ 
lumbus, presiding elaer of the district; 
the Rev. Georg© Church, of Crothers¬ 
vllle; the Rev. E. H. Allen, of Seymour, 
and the Rev. Frank Collier, of Scotts- 
burg. Among the many resolutions 
adopted was on© pledging the support 
of the churches In th© district to tho 
Deaconess Hospital, of Indianapolis, 
which is now* being built.

Limited Service Not Liked. 

What the Pittsburg, Cincinnati Chi¬ 
cago and St- Louis Railway Company 
Is trying to do to its suburban traffic 
In the vicinity of Jeffersonville and 
other Indiana points is a question that 
is puzzling many. The hourly service 
inaugurated Wednesday between Jef.

This leaves two stations on the “din¬ 
key” line in Jefr©r>?onvlll©, W«JI street, 
a terminal, and Missouri avenue, but 
tho patrons of the road cannot get used 
to them; neither do they seem to un¬ 
derstand that trains leave New Albany 
on the hours of mornings and on the 
half hours in the afternoons. Some 
of the old conductors have been made 
bag ga gem asters on the main line. The 
braketr.en have l)een transferred to the 
through runs, it having been decided 
recently to carry four men, a con¬ 
ductor, baggagemaster and two brake- 
men on each passenger train. It was 
not a hard matter to find places for 
the engineers and firemen, who have 
been taken off of the “dinkey” trains.

TO WOMAN’S HEALTH. 


[New York Sun.] 

"Fhncy work la ail right," says a 
prominent doctor, "but only when done 
in moderation. Women seem to think, 
for some strange reason, that when 
they have a needle in hand they aro 
exempt from oriticlsm for Idling away 
their time. 

° oil I’ve done,’ says one woman 
proudly, holding up her work. I feel 
like saying, ’Hut see what you’ve really 
done! 

" 'For throe solid hours you have sat 
still in a more or less intent, cramped 
attitude. During this time your eyes 
have been fixed upon your stitches. 
You have a number of times through 
this length* of time fett a desire to 
stretch yourself, but you have refrained 
from indulging the desire in your en¬ 
thusiasm to get through a certain stint 
in your work Several times you have 
stopped a second after threading a 
new needle to rub your eyes, yawn a 
little, draw’ yourself up in your chair. 

" ’Had you followed your physical Im¬ 
pulse, after sewing for an hour you 
would have left the embroidery bag for 
% walk or an active game or sport. It 
•Fas all w’rong of you not to take heed 
Of that first prompting of physical fa¬ 
tigue, that little longing to drop work 
for flight into stimulating physical ac¬ 
tivity. It doesn’t matter how much 
you delight in the pretty w’ork, It is 
the extreme of folly for you to sacrifice 
your health for the sake of this tempor¬ 
ary pleasure.’ 

"My eyes were opened this summer 
during my stay at a summer hotel. The 
continuous sitting capacity of some of 
the women guests amazed me in Itself, 
but I was doubly amazed at the capa¬ 
city of these same women for continu¬ 
ous needlew’ork as they sat awoiy their 
days. 

"One of t hejie women broke down com¬ 
pletely in the middle of the season. She 
chanced to come to me for advice. She 
said she did not know what was the 
matter writh her. but she was sure the 
place did not agree with her, that she 
was naturally nervous. I made her pret¬ 
ty angry by telling her she had a dis¬ 
ease new to me. w’hlch I called *em- 
broideryltis.’ I told her to pack her em¬ 
broidery bag and not take it out of her 
trunk in the four weeks remaining of 
her holiday. She got over being angry 
when she saw that I was in earnest. 

" ’But it makes me so nervous to ffit 
with my hands Idle.’ she said. 

" ’You’ll find something to do if you 
positively can’t embroider,’ I said, ‘and 
you can’t, for t positively forbid It.’ I 
gave her no medicine, though she need¬ 
ed some, simply to show her the im¬ 
portance I laid upon her obeying my 
Injunction about the fancy work. 

"She took mj’ word seriously, and In 
a w*eek came to tne to show the result. 
She was blooming. All that young per¬ 
son needed was right exercise. 

"A friend of mine who Is the physi¬ 
cian of a large hotel laughed at me 
when I told him my discovery of a new 
ailment. 

" ’Why/ he said. Tve taken the 
trouble into serious account for years. 
There* are women in this hotel every 
veer w-ho come to me for troubles that 
I should have difficulty accounting for 
did I not see them busily slaving for 
hours and hours ovjr their everlasting 
fancy work.’

MOTOR LEAGUE VERY BUSY. 


[New York Press.] 

Chairmaif P. B. Hower and his as¬ 
sociates of the A. A. A. Touring Board 
are taking energetic measures to avoid 
in the annual tour of this year the 
mistakes of last year's tour. L>udcv$t 
'of all complaints last year was tnat 
about the hotel accommodations. 1 be 
tour.sts were overcharged and receive 1 
poor fare in many places. Methods 
have been adopted efiectually to pie 
vent everything of the sort this year. 

In the first piace, the night stopping 
places are almost all in cities where 
there is no lack of hotel room, but 
nothing will be left to chance by the 
committee. The work of arranging for 
the tourists began several weeks ago, 
and is now about finished. The com¬ 
mittee Is requiring every* hotel that will 
take in any of the tourists to Mgn a 
Contract agreeing no: to raise their 
rates in any way, but to accommodate 
all members of ihe party at the regu¬ 
lar rates. 

The greatest stroke of enterprise, 
though, and one that will do away with 
all confusion and insure fair treatment 
for all, has been that of engaging to 
have the hotel booking done by an 
agent of Cook’s tours. 

Under this plan the booking agent 
will go ahead of the motorists with a 
complete list of the occupants of each 
cor or of the parties that are togeth-r, 
and, knowing what Is wanted in every 
case, lie will look up the rooms, en¬ 
gage them and allot them. His rec. 
ord of allotments will be left behind 
him when he goes ahead and will be 
given to the checker-ln. When each 
car arrtvc*3 at the lost control each 
day the owner or entrant will get a 
card which will tell him where to put 
his car. give him the name of his hotel 
and the numbers of tne rooms engaged 
for his party. This advance man, be¬ 
ing a professional of experience, will 
be absolutely impartial and will get 
what each participant wants. He will 
keep in communication with the man¬ 
agers by long-distance telephone. 

The American Motor League Is now 
distributing several thousand copies of 
a practical little handbook of road mak¬ 
ing, entitled "Country Roads."

President Potter 
states that the work is now being re¬ 
vised; that new illustrations are be¬ 
ing prepared, and that a new e lit ion 
of 60,000 copies will br sent throughout 
the Western and Southern States the 
present year.

000 , 000 , 000 ; the value of all 
our manufacturing products, Including 
those made by the Government, la less 
than S4S.000.000.

In an organization whose very 
name rings of old England, it Is not 
surprising that work was begun with 
two addresses—one by Sir Frederick 
Treves, the other by the Bishop of 
London. The* great surgeon contends 
that smoke and soot have turned the 
Londoner's lungs from the healthful 
pink of childhood into a dirty blue.

1 hesitate to say how much higher I think 
It probnhle the mnxket may go. It Is 
go!ng there, Irrespective of the operations 
of any one man or group of men. It Is 
going up because consumption Is and 
promises to continue to be enormously In 
excess of the prospc^Mv* supply. It Is 
going up hecauso cctton good* are s II- 
Ing on the haste of 15c cotton, and It Is 
practicable for spinners to pny that price 
without loss. It Is going up. because the 
cost of producing cotton, as measur ’d In 
terms of gold, has enormously Increased, 
and It Is going up because cotton spin¬ 
ners are potentially’ short of cotton 
through the fact that they have sold 
the;r prospective nroduot for twelve 
months ahead, ami because there has 
been, yesterday and to-day, created a 
large and unwieldy speculative short In¬ 
terest in the market, predicated upon the 
idea that tlie bull p;;ol hud liquidated.

SMOKELESS SWITCH ENGINES. 


Prospects for a settlement of the dif¬ 
ferences between fhe employes of the 
Louisville Street Railway Company and 
the company in regard to Interpretation 
of the agreement, which brought the 
April strike to an end. now seom bright¬ 
er than ever. The Citizens' Committee, 
composed of representatives of commer¬ 
cial bodies that effected a settlement of 
the March strike, conferred yesterday 
morning with the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Street Railway Company and 
discussed the questions at losue. 

The conference yesterday morning | 
lasted from about 11 o’clock until short¬ 
ly after noon, when It adjourned until 
this morning at 11 o’clock. Capt. 
George C. Norton. R. A. McDowell and 
John H. Brand represented the Oitlsena' 
Committee In the conference, while the 
street railway company was represent¬ 
ed by President T. J. Minary, A. P. 
Hinnphrey and J. R. Speed. The con¬ 
ference will be attended this morning 
by representatives of the Citizens’ Com¬ 
mittee. the company and the employes. 
It Is anticipated that the same commit¬ 
tee, which represented the union em¬ 
ployes In th«* conference resulting in 
the settlement erf the March strike, will 
take part In this conference. Those 
who are Interested In the matter assert 
their belief that the differences will be 
settled without trouble. 

The chief differences between the men 
and the company are in regard to the 
schedules. Which the men say could be 
arranged so that they would not be on 
duty so long In order to complete a 
day’s work. They also complain^ that 
the company discriminates In favor of 
nonunion men.

Julius 
Hlld, superintendent of the Board of 
Children's Guardians, is very anxious 
to have the child adopted by some re¬ 
sponsible family. 


The Revision Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, which met yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon In the Aldermen’s chamber to 
consider the ordinance introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen by Alderman 
Owen Tyler for the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance, found Itself swooped 
down upon by a large bunch of agents 
representing manufacturers of different 
devices for doing away with smoke. 
This was rather a disappointment to 
the members of the committee, as it 
was owners of factories in the city 
which would be affected by the passage 
of the ordinance who were wanted at 
the meeting. Joseph Nevln, a brick 
manufacturer, was the only manufac¬ 
turer who put In his appearance at the 
meeting. 

However, the agents were given a 
chance to say something, the feature of 
which was an Invitation to the mem¬ 
bers of the committee to inspect their 
respective devices. Chairman Leder- 
man, of the Revision Committee, In¬ 
formed the agents that It was not the 
business of the committee to inspect 
smoke-abating devices, but only to 
recommend a fair ordinance for putting 
an end to the smoke nuisance. He said 
he thought the agents should Invite 
those who had to put In such devices to 
Inspect their apparatus. He said, how¬ 
ever, as an individual he might look 
at some of the devices some time. 

• * • 

Will Recommend Ordinance. 

It was decided by the committee that 
the present ordinance, which was In¬ 
troduced by Alderman Tyler, would be 
reported favorably with a few changes. 
It was determined that owners of ail 
plants affected by the passage of the 
ordinance should be allowed twelve 
months In which to Install the smoke- 
consuming device, instead of six 
months as provided by the ordinance In 
its present shape. The ordinance may 
be reported at the meeting Tuesday 
night. 

The committee was In session about 
three-quarters of an hour. Besides 
Chairman Lederman. George J. Butler 
Is a member of the committee. Alder¬ 
man Owen Tyler, who Introduced the 
ordinance, attended the meeting. James 
Murphy as a representative of the Com¬ 
mercial Club, said that he thought the 
factory owners should have at least a 
year after the passage of the ordinance 
for installing the smoke-consuming de¬ 
vices. 

• • * 

Smokeless Switch Engines. 

He said that only railroad switch en¬ 
gines In the city should be compelled 
to use smokeless fuel. He said it would 
be Impracticable to talk of It being 
used on engines pulling Incoming and 
outgoing trains. He also thnight that 
an inspector should be appointed who 
for the first year should study the dif¬ 
ferent devices and be able to assist with 
Information In regard to them. It is 
likely that the suggestion as to switch 
engines only using smokeless fuel will 
be incorporated In the ordinance. 

Mr. Tyler said that he saw no rea¬ 
son why a new ordinance should be 
drawn just for such slight changes as 
were offered. He said the suggestions 
could he Incorporated in the shape of 
amendments. 

Joseph Nevln, who is engaged In the 
manufacture of brick, said that he had 
no objections to the ordinance so long 
as it did not install them In his brick 
kilns. He said he was willing to put 
one In the plant where he had a fur¬ 
nace and boiler. He said If they had to 
be put In his kilns it would drive him 
out of the city. 

An expert has submitted to the com¬ 
mittee suggestions on the smoke-abat¬ 
ing nuisance In which he said prevent¬ 
ing devices are divided into three 
classes; stokers, steam Jets and other 
special furnaces. The committee will 
recommend no particular kind. The 
ordinance will allow' the owners of 
plants to buy whatever devices they 
see proper Just »o they will have the 
desired effect of doing away with 
smoke. _

ILLNESS PROVES FATAL. 


DR THOMAS PAGE GRANT FIN¬ 
ISHES HIS LIFE. 


Bom In Frankfort, Educated In Med¬ 
icine In Louisville, He Built 
Up Large Practice Here. 


Dr. Tlhomas Page Grant, a prominent 
physician of Louisville, and well knorwt* 
In fraternal circles, died of a complica¬ 
tion of dlsraeee at 2:15 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning at his home, 832 Second 
street. Death cam© after an illnoas of 
many month*. 

Dr. Grunt wa? bom In Frankfort, but 
lived In Louisville praotiralJy all hie 
life. He was brought to this city with 
his parents when he was a baby. A 
son of Dr. E. A. Grant, at one time 
one of the best-known phywtcian© In 
the State. Dr. Grant was educated in 
the medical profession In accordance 
with his father's, as well as ht« own. 
wishes. He was reared and educated 
In Louisville, reviving his medical edu¬ 
cation Hit the University of Louisville, 
from which college he was graduated 
with high honors In 1873. He at one© 
txgiLn the practice of medicine her©, 
and ©oon built up a large practice. Dr. 
Grant was author of several medical 
treatise* and pamphlets, one of which, 
entitled "Sutures” has come to be 
recognized as high authority. 

Dr. Grant was prominent in the Ma¬ 
sonic fraternity, and* was a Knight 
Templar and a Shrlner. Ho also was a 
member of the Sons of the American 
Revolution. as well as th© Sons of th* 
Oolontei Wars, and was prominently 
Identified with the Association of the 
Military Surgeons of the United States, 
before which body he recently read a 
paper. Besides his mother. Dr. Grant 
Is survived by his wife, a sister. Miss 
Betty Grant, and two brothers. Oharie© 
Grant, of Cincinnati. «nd E. A. Grant, 
of Cleveland. 

The funeral services were held at 
the residence at 4 o'clock yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon.

First—Street Improvement—Apportion¬ 
ment—Streets—Squares—Only on One Side 
—Where the street of a city has been 
Improved under a contract for gnuling, 
curbing and paving It with asphalt pave- 
ment In a locality in which only side of 
the street had been defined Into square© 
and principal streets. It was error in the 
city to make the apportionment for the 
work done by the contractor, on both 
side© of the street to the center line of the 
supposed squares. 

oecond—Same—Adjacent Territory—Not 
Defined Into Squares— In reapportioning 
the cost of an Improvement made by a 
contractor under a contract with the city, 
on a street where th© adjacent territory 
had been defined into squares and prin¬ 
cipal streets only on one rid** thereof, It 
was error In the chancellor In adjudging 
that the apportionment should only b© on 
the side which had been defined Into 
squares and streets, and to hold the city 
liable for the balance of the cost of ih<

Third—Same—Equality of Apportion¬ 
ment—Where a contract was made by a 
cdty for the Improvement of a street 
where the adjacent territory has b**»n 
defined Into square© only on one ride of 
such street.

HOTEL CLERK 

RUNS AMUCK 


BEATS AND SLASHES SEVERAL 
LODGERS IN HOSTELRY. 


ARCHIBALD WHITTAKER FINAL¬ 
LY OVERPOWERED BY POLICE. 


HELD TO THE GRAND JURY. 


Running amuck with a knife that 
had a six-inch keen-edged blade, it is 
alleged, Archibald Whittaker, night 
clerk at 'the Worklngrnan’s Hotel, 215 
Third aivwiuo, early yesterday morning 
raised a rough house among the lodgers 
and tile police. It ts aflleged that h© 
assaulted three men lodgers with hi© 
fiats, cut George Leonard, another lodg¬ 
er, across th* hands, and attempted an 
assault upon Partrolnmn Sam Hart.. Be¬ 
cause of th© varied assaults Whittaker 
was taken to the Jefferson county Jail 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning on the 
charge orf malicious assault. He woe 
presented In Police Count and was held 
over rto the grand Jury under bond of 
$ 200 . 

Whittaker, It Is alleged, was In a 
slight state of Inebriety Wednesday 
night At about midnight he engaged 
in a wordy war with several of th© 
lodgers who wer© loitering around the 
office, and, afiter sewral threats of 
violence, tried a box-fight with one of 
them. He then tried a box-fight with 
the second and third man, but had ex¬ 
hausted himself to such extent during 
the rounds with his first opponent that 
he was getting the worst of It. He be¬ 
come exasperated, and drew a knife. 
Then he began to slash indiscriminate¬ 
ly. 

The flashes of the glimmering steel 
of the kndfe made the lodgers uncom¬ 
fortable, and all except Leonard made 
a dash for the stairway. Up to this 
podnt of the game Leonard says that h© 
had been merely on onlooker. When 
Whittaker sow that every body was 
gone except Leonard. It Is alleged, he 
turned upon the latter with a cuts© 
and made a dash toward him with his 
open knife. Leonard ©Ude-stopped the 
attack and tried to ge< down the stair¬ 
way. but Whittaker managed to get 
close enough to him to kick him as he 
started down the steps. Leonard fell 
ail the way down, and Whittaker, he 
declares, followed him and slashed him 
across the hands several times. 

In the meantime, the other three 
lodger® had gone after Patrolman Hart. 
When the policeman arrived on the 
scene he saw Whittaker, he soys, 
standing above Leonard with an open 
knife and slashing away for all that 
he w-as worth. He tried to put an end 
■to this indiscriminate slashing, but 
Whittaker, he says, began to attack 
him with the knife. Hart closed with 
him and managed to get him on the 
ground, after which he pummeled him 
severely •with his club.
